G.W. PRESIDENT LLOYD H. ELLIOTT ANNOUNCES RETIREMENT 

Lloyd H. Elliott today announced he will retire as President 
of The George Washington University, effective at the end of the 
1987-88 academic year, on June 30, 1988. 

One of the most respected leaders in American education, 
Elliott came to GW in 1965 and, at the time of his retirement, 
will have presided over the University for 23 years, a time of 
unparalleled academic growth. During this same period there has 
been an exponential rise in the University's endowment from under 
$8 million to more than $200 million. 

In announcing plans for a presidential search, which will 
begin in early spring of this year, Chairman of the GW Board of 
Trustees, Everett W. Bellows, said, "Lloyd Elliott has placed 
this University near the top of American higher education, and we 
intend to build on this foundation in seeking a successor." 

In reflecting further on Elliott's long tenure and speaking 
for the Board of Trustees, Chairman Bellows said, "Dr. Elliott 
has taken advantage of our superb location in the heart of 
Washington, has substantially upgraded our faculty, has built an 
outstanding library, and provided a legacy of which we are all 
very proud. The Elliott era has been one of unparalleled academic 
growth and achievement, and we are now enjoying the fruits of

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years of diligence and hard work by the President and his 
associates." 

In announcing his plans to retire, Elliott said, "I am proud 
of the academic expansion that has taken place over the past 
quarter of a century and am ready to give someone else a chance 
to bring new vision and fresh perspectives to this outstanding 
university. I will miss the daily challenges and gratifications 
of this office, but I look forward to welcoming my successor to 
one of the world's best assignments.” 

The George Washington University is currently in the midst 
of a $75 million fund-raising campaign and Elliott said, "I will 
be devoting substantial time to ensure that the fund-drive is a 
success.” 

Lloyd Hartman Elliott came to GW after serving, for seven 
years, as President of the University of Maine. Elliott earned 
the doctorate in education at the University of Colorado; he 
later served as Executive Assistant to the President of Cornell 
University and was Director of Summer Sessions and Professor of 
Education there. Having also worked as an elementary and high 
school teacher, school principal, assistant superintendent, and 
college teacher, Dr. Elliott has a total of more than 50 years of 
experience in education. 

A native of West Virginia, Elliott and his wife Betty have 
two children and two grandchildren. Elliott has received eight 
honorary degrees and is a member of many local and national 
boards and commissions.

G.W. PRESIDENT LLOYD H. ELLIOTT ANNOUNCES RETIREMENT 

Lloyd H. Elliott today announced he will retire as President 
of The George Washington University, effective at the end of the 
1987-88 academic year, on June 30, 1988. 

One of the most respected leaders in American education, 
Elliott came to GW in 1965 and, at the time of his retirement, 
will have presided over the University for 23 years, a time of 
unparalleled academic growth. During this same period there has 
been an exponential rise in the University's endowment from under 
$8 million to more than $200 million. 

In announcing plans for a presidential search, which will 
begin in early spring of this year, Chairman of the GW Board of 
Trustees, Everett W. Bellows, said, "Lloyd Elliott has placed 
this University near the top of American higher education, and we 
intend to build on this foundation in seeking a successor." 

In reflecting further on Elliott's long tenure and speaking 
for the Board of Trustees, Chairman Bellows said, "Dr. Elliott 
has taken advantage of our superb location in the heart of 
Washington, has substantially upgraded our faculty, has built an 
outstanding library, and provided a legacy of which we are all 
very proud. The Elliott era has been one of unparalleled academic 
growth and achievement, and we are now enjoying the fruits of

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years of diligence and hard work by the President and his 
associates." 

In announcing his plans to retire, Elliott said, "I am proud 
of the academic expansion that has taken place over the past 
quarter of a century and am ready to give someone else a chance 
to bring new vision and fresh perspectives to this outstanding 
university. I will miss the daily challenges and gratifications 
of this office, but I look forward to welcoming my successor to 
one of the world's best assignments." 

The George Washington University is currently in the midst 
of a $75 million fund-raising campaign and Elliott said, "I will 
be devoting substantial time to ensure that the fund-drive is a 
success." 

Lloyd Hartman Elliott came to GW after serving, for seven 
years, as President of the University of Maine. Elliott earned 
the doctorate in education at the University of Colorado; he 
later served as Executive Assistant to the President of Cornell 
University and was Director of Summer Sessions and Professor of 
Education there. Having also worked as an elementary and high 
school teacher, school principal, assistant superintendent, and 
college teacher, Dr. Elliott has a total of more than 50 years of 
experience in education. 

A native of West Virginia, Elliott and his wife Betty have 
two children and two grandchildren. Elliott has received eight 
honorary degrees and is a member of many local and national 
boards and commissions.

The purchasing power of the federal minimum wage is now at 
its lowest level since 1955, according to an analysis released by 
The George Washington University Center for Social Policy 
Studies. While the level of the minimum wage has remained at 
$3.35 an hour since January 1981, prices have risen by 27 
percent, say the study's authors, Sar Levitan and Isaac Shapiro. 
Therefore, every bit of the increase in inflation since 1981 has 
meant a drop in the real value of the pay of minimum wage 
workers. 

Congress last voted for increasing the minimum wage in 
1977, when it adopted a series of increases through 1981. 

Inaction since then nas resulted in a minimum wage that is now 
less than four-fifths of its average value in the 1970s, the 
authors contend. Furthermore, minimum wage earnings provide an 
income that is well below the poverty line. 

"There has been justified concern over a decline in the 
standard of living of many middle income workers," noted Levitan, 
the director of the center. "But the dramatic drop in the 
standard of living of minimum wage workers has oeen overlooked.

A chemistry research group at The George Washington 
University has invented a helium-based plasma torch that will 
improve elemental determination in spectrochemical analysis. 

The helium inductively coupled plasma (ICP) torch, which was 
invented by GW's Professor of Chemistry Akbar Montaser and his 
associates Shi-Kit Chan and Raymond L. Van Hoven, has significant 
advantages over other devices used for the chemical analysis of 
certain elements present in gaseous and aqueous samples. 

"The helium (ICP) torch provides enhanced sensitivity for 
the detection of trace elements and in particular for the 
halides," said GW's Montaser, an analytical chemistry researcher 
who has been working with his associates on this invention since 
1981. "Knowledge of the concentration of certain trace elements 
is essential for, among other things, the creation of new 
products and for understanding the role of trace elements in 
biological systems," he continued. 

The torch is one of the basic components of a spectrometer 
system—an instrument used to identify and quantify the elements 
constituting various materials.

MID-EAST PEACE IS POSSIBLE, SAY TWO G.W. SCHOLARS 

Since 1948, nations have tried to solve the Middle East's 
problems through means ranging from the diplomatic to the 
military. All such measures have failed iniseraoly, however, as 
bloodshed and chaos have reigned. 

But one possible solution has oeen overlooked, say legal 
scholars Thomas and Sally Mallison of The George Washington 
University's National Law Center. 

"Achieving a lasting peace can come from one thing— 
applying and enforcing accepted international law," the Mallisons 
say in their oook. The Palestine Pro bl em in Internat i onal Law and 
World Order (Longman). And there is sound legal authority to 
form the basis of such a peace, they say. 

In their study, the Mallisons analyze the legal issues 
raised from the birth of Israel and examine the background of 
Zionist political objectives, the partition of Palestine, 
Palestinian rights in the land, and the legal status of 
Jerusalem. The authors also apply legal analysis to Israeli 
settlements in territories occupied since 1967, and set forth the 
humanitarian law for the protection of war victims related to the 
invasion of Leoanon in 1982.

The concluding chapter proposes a solution within the world 
legal order that proraises peace and justice for Israelis and 
Palestinians alike. 

"Because other techniques have failed dismally, applying 
and enforcing international law is no longer just an ideal 
alternative," the Mallisons say. "It is the only practical 
solution to the present situation. The alternative to 
enforcement of the law is to accept an international system oased 
on the use of military power outside the law."

.nee 1948, nations have tried to solve the Middle East's 
problems through means ranging from the diplomatic to the 
military. All such measures have failed miseraoly, however, as 
bloodshed and chaos have reigned. 

But one possiole solution has oeen overlooked, say legal 
scholars Thomas and Sally Mallison of The George Washington 
University's National Law Center. 

"Achieving a lasting peace can come from one thing— 
applying and enforcing accepted international law," the Mallisons 
say in their oook. The Palestine Problem in International Law and 
World Order (Longman). And tnere is sound legal autnority to 
form the oasis of suen a peace, tney say. 

In their study, the Mallisons analyze the legal issues 
raised from the birth of Israel and examine the oacKground of 
Zionist political oojectives, tne partition of Palestine, 
Palestinian rights in tne land, and the legal status of 
Jerusalem. The authors also apply legal analysis to Israeli 
settlements in territories occupied since 1967, and set forth the 
humanitarian law for tne protection of war victims related to the 
invasion of Leoanon in 1982.

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The concluding chapter proposes a solution within the world 
legal order that promises peace and justice for Israelis and 
Palestinians alike. 

"Because other techniques have failed dismally, applying 
and enforcing international law is no longer just an ideal 
alternative," the Mallisons say. "It is the only practical 
solution to the present situation. The alternative to 
enforcement of the law is to accept an international system Dased 
on the use of military power outside the law."

NATIONAL SURVEYS FIND FEARS OF "AMERIKA" UNFOUNDED 

ABC's mini-series "Amerika" had no measurable effect on 
attitudes toward the Soviet Union, the United Nations or U.S.- 
Soviet relations, according to before and after national surveys 
directed by Professor William Adams of The George Washington 
University. 

"The critics of both the left and the right were wrong," 
Adams said. "It takes more than a television mini-series to 
shift longstanding opinions on fundamental issues." 

Among U.S. adults who watched at least six hours of 
"Amerika," there were no statistically significant changes in 
their opinions of Soviet motives, of the likelihood and severity 
of a Soviet occupation, or of their willingness to fight a war 
rather than accept Soviet rule. 

Viewers were divided as to whether ABC was too harsh or too 
kind in depicting a Soviet occupation. Nearly half of the 
viewers surveyed (45 percent) said ABC's portrayal was 
"accurate." One-fourth (25 percent) said ABC made life under 
Soviet domination look better than it really would be, while 
another one-fourth (25 percent) said ABC made it look worse. 

These findings are from a national survey of 1,110 people, 
done five days before the "Amerika" series began, and reinter¬ 
views with 798 people in the five days following its conclusion.

His most recent awards and honors include being named 1987 Chief 
Executive Officer of the Year by the School of Government and Business 
Administration at George Washington University, and 1986 Business Leader of 
the Year by the School of Business and Management at Loyola College of 
Baltimore. He was presented with an honorary Doctor of Humanities by Francis 
Marion College of South Carolina in the Fall of 1986 and, in 1984, he received 
the Alumni Achievement Award given by George Washington University.

He is chairman of the board of both Aviation Supply Corporation of 
Atlanta and Air Services, Inc., of Greensboro, N.C. He is a member of the 
Northwest Region Board of Managers of Wachovia Bank and Trust Company and a 
trustee at Embry-Riddle Aeronautical University.

DISCUSSIONS UNDERWAY FOR POSSIBLE MERGER OF 
BENJAMIN FRANKLIN UNIVERSITY INTO G.W. 

Officials of The George Washington University and of 
Benjamin Franklin University have announced that discussions have 
begun between the two institutions regarding the possiole merger 
of Benjamin Franklin University, a Washington, D.C. school of 
accountancy and financial management, into The George Washington 
University. 

Officers from the two universities have signed a non¬ 
binding memorandum of intent to serve as the oasis for further 
exploration of the feasibility of this proposed transaction in 
terms of its academic, financial and legal aspects. 

"This potential merger appears to be advantageous to both 
institutions and to the currently enrolled students of Benjamin 
Franklin University," said G.W. President Lloyd H. Elliott. 

"G.W. would be offering an opportunity for qualified B.F.U. 
students to continue and enhance their education." 

The Board of Trustees of each university has authorized the 
continuation of talks between the two institutions. 

If the discussions are successful, B.F.U. would transfer 
all or part of its assets to G.W., and qualified B.F.U. under¬ 
graduate and graduate students would be admitted to G.W. and 


(more) 
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enrolled in its School of Government and Business Administration. 
Subject to further curriculum evaluation by G.W., B.F.U. students 
would be eligiole to receive transfer credits for the 
satisfactory completion of comparable courses from B.F.U. 

The transfer of assets to G.W. would not include the 
building which now houses B.F.U. 

Recognizing the discrepancy oetween tuition at the two 
universities, G.W. would provide assistance to defray in part the 
additional tuition expense of students who transfer from B.F.U. 
to G.W. After provision is made for B.F.U. liabilities and 
tuition assistance, any remaining assets would be used to 



establish a permanent Benjamin Franklin endowment fund. 

Founded in 1925 by the late John Thomas Kennedy, a law 
graduate of The George Washington University, Benjamin Franklin 
University has a current enrollment of more than 300 students in 
its graduate and undergraduate programs. B.F.U. currently offers 
Associate of Arts degrees in accounting and business management; 
Bachelor of Science degrees in internal auditing, management 
information systems, managerial accounting and public accounting;
